STEADY GROWTH IS REVEALED 


Many People Expected that Count 


Would Show Considerably Larg­ 


er Population Increase. 


Seymour has a population of 7 ,348 . 
This is the population figure that will 
be used officially during the next ten 
years, the announcement having been 
"made this morning by the bureau of 
census at Washington. 
The census 
for 1920 for Seymour shows a gain 
o f 1,043 during she last decade and 
represents a growth of 16.5 per eeut. 
since 1910 when the last official count 
was made. 
During the day John S. Benham, 
congressman from the 
Fourth con­ 
gressional district, sent the following 
message to the people of Sey mo ur: 
“ Population statistics 
.just 
com­ 
pleted show Seym our 7,348 which is 
an increase of 1,043 or 16.5 per cent. 
Congratulations.” 
The official 
census 
for Seymour 
ten years ago was 6,305. 
Many peo­ 
ple here 
thought 
that 
the official 
count this year would show a popu­ 
lation of between 9,000 and 10,000, 
but others who had made estimates 
based on 
school 
enumerations and 
other figures which are regarded as 
authentic did 
not 
predict 
that the 
census 
would exceed 7,500. 
While 
the report does not show that a rap­ 
id gain has b<»en made, it does reveal 
that the growth of the city has been 
gradual and steady during the last 
year.
